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huddled  in  clusters  to  keep  warm  Wednesday  during  a  sparsely  attended  “Speak  Out”  in  the  Varsity  Theater. 
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student  apathy  about  voting 
for  a  queen. 

Romrell  said  the  queen 
represented  BYU  at  the  school 
and  in  the  world.  Lee  added  that,

In  reply  to  this  statement, 
some  asked  if  that  meant  that 
she  should  look  something  like 
Raquel'  Welch. 

Lee  responded  that  she  must 
also  be  a  wholesome  woman  as 
well  as  being  pretty. 

Romrell  said  the  selection  of 
the  royalty  involved  a  fashion 
show,  impromptu  speaking*- a 
talent  show  and  personal 
interviews.  He  explained 
further  that,  “The  final 
selection  was  made  by  judges, 
being  influenced  slightly  by 
the  2,000  student  votes  that 
were  cast.” 

Weekday  Concert 

When  asked  about  the 
Supremes  held  in  connection 
with  Hmecoming,  Lee  said, 
“The  administration  has  set 
the  policy  that  Friday  and 
Saturday  nights  of 
Homecoming  week  are 
reserved  for  the  Frolics,  so  the 
concert  had  to  be  held  on  a 
weekday.

Lee  was  asked  why  some  of 
the  groups  listed  on  the  recent 
concert  poll  had  been  listed 
since  they  were  no  longer 
together.  He  was  also  asked  if 
the  poll  was  used  for  anything 
in  connection  with  the 
concerts. 

Lee  said,  “There  were  some 
mistakes  on  that  (the  poll), 
but  the  groups  change 


quickly.”  He  explained  that 
the  groups  were  taken  from 
Billboard  Magazine’s  top  100 
groups,  and  those  that  weren’t 
deemed  appropriate  for  BYU 
were  dropped  from  the  list. 

“We  Started  with  the  top 
choice  on  the  list  and 
contacted  them,  and  we’re 
going  to  go  right  down  the 
list— Chicago,  Elton  John,  Neil 
Diamond,  Beach  Boys, 
etc.— until  we  get  the  highest 
choice  available.” 


Senate  overrides 
veto  of  railroad  bill 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  The 
Senate  overrode  President 
Ford’s  veto  Wednesday  of  the 
railroad  retirement  bill, 
enacting  into  law  the  $7 
billion  federal  subsidy 
legislation. 

The  vote  marked  the  first 
time  a  veto  by  President  Ford 
has  been  overturned. 


The  tally  was  72  to  1.  Sen. 
William  Scott,  R-Va.,  was  the 
lone  dissenter.  A  two-thirds 
majority  was  needed. 

The  bill  is  the  first-  time 
Congress  has  overridden  a  veto 
in  Ford’s  presidency. 

The  bill  is  designed  to  put 
on  its  feet  the  virtually 
bankrupt  railroad  retirement 
system  by  committing  $285 
million  in  federal  funds 
annually  for  the  next  25  years, 
a  total  of  $7.1  billion. 

Ford  said  this  was  unfair  to 
the  taxpayers  and  that 
Congress  ought  to  be  able  to 
come  up  with  a  better  plan. 


Prosecutors  urge 
Nixon  examination

WASHINGTON  -  Watergate  prosecutors  said  Wednesday  “it 
would  be  only  natural”  for  Richard  M.  Nixon  to  try  to  avoid 
testifying  at  the  Watergate  cover-up  trial  and  urged  the  trial 
judge  to  send  three  doctors  to  California  to  examine  the  former 
president. 

The  government  filed  a  response  to  requests  from  Nixon’s 
lawyers  that  the  subpoena  for  Nixon’s  appearance  be  dismissed 
because  the  former  president’s  health  would  be  endangered  by 
traveling  to  Washington. 

The  memorandum  came  as  the  government’s  first  witness, 
John  W.  Dean  III,  was  testifying  in  the  trial  of  five  former 
Nixon  White  House  and  campaign  aides. 

John  D.  Ehrlichman,  who  had  also  subpoenaed  the  former 
president,  told  the  court  he  would  be  satisfied  with  a 
deposition,  taken  under  oath. 

Nixon  recently  was  hospitalized  for  1 1  days  for  phlebitis  and 
a  blood  clot  in  his  right  lung. 

The  prosecutors  said  Nixon’s  contention  that  his  physical 
condition  is  such  that  appearance  at  the  trial  “would  pose  a 
serious  risk  to  his  life”  is  not  backed  up  by  a  “compelling 
showing.” 

Nixon’s  doctor  in  an  affidavit  had  said  the  former  president 
must  wear  an  elastic  stocking,  take  oral  medication,  avoid 
prolonged  periods  of  sitting,  standing  or  walking,  avoid 
extended  trips  and  should  remain  in  a  controlled  environment. 

“It  is  clear  Mr.  Nixon  can  continue  to  wear  an  elastic  stocking 
and  take  oral  medication  while  in  transit  and  in  Washington,” 
the  prosecutors  said.  They  added  that  he  can  avoid  long  periods 
of  sitting  or  walking  and  that  there  are  enough  medical  facilities 
in  Washington  to  keep  an  eye  on  his  condition. 

The  prosecutors  said,  “Mr.  Nixon  is  not  a  neutral  or  detached 
witness.  He  has  been  formally  accused  of  participating  in  the 
conspiracy  for  which  defendants  are  standing  trial,  and  it  would 
be  only  natural  for  him  to  seek  to  avoid  an  obligation  to 
testify.” 

Before  the  jury  was  brought  in  for  the  third  day  of  hearings 
on  Wednesday,  Judge  John  J.  Sirica  indicated  he  is  thinking  of 


sending  doctors  to  California  to  examine  Nixon.  The  matter  will 
be  debated  after  the  jury  leaves  the  courtroom  Thursday.  Sirica 
will  rule  then. 

Dean  testified  that  in  the  hectic  days  following  the  Watergate 
break-in  he  told  Ehrlichman  a  great  deal  about  the  involvement 
of  Nixon  campaign  officials  in  the  incident. 

Ehrlichman,  one  of  the  five  defendants  in  the  Watergate 
cover-up  trial,  is  charged  with  lying  when  he  said  that  all  he 
knew  about  the  June  17,  1972  break-in  at  Democratic  national 
headquarters  was  what  he  had  read  in  the  newspapers. 

The  35-year-old-  Dean,  appearing  pale  and  even  thinner  than 
he  was  last  year  when  he  testified  before  the  Senate  Watergate 
committee,  was  the  government’s  first  witness  in  the  Watergate 
cover-up  trial. 

As  he  testified,  marshals  guarded  every  door  in  the  U.S. 
Districk  courtroom  and  an  airterminal  type  weapons  detection 
system  screened  everyone  who  came  in. 

Assistant  special  prosecutor  James  F.  Neal  led  Dean  through 
the  early  part  of  the  Watergate  story  beginning  with  the 
meetings,  attended  by  former  Atty.  Gen.  John  N.  Mitchell  and 
Mitchell’s  campaign  deputy  Jeb  STuart  Magruder  at  which  Dean 
said  a  plan  for  political  espionage  unfolded. 

Mitchell  and  Ehrlichman  are  charged  with  conspiracy  to 
obstruct  justice,  along  with  H.R.  Haldeman,  Kenneth  W. 
Parkinson  and  Robert  C.  Mardian.  In  addition,  all  but  Mardian 
are  charged  with  actually  obstructing  justice.  Mitchell, 
Haldeman  and  Ehrlichman  -  the  three  Nixon  administration 
officials  in  the  case  —  are  accused  in  multiple  counts  of  perjury. 

Dean,  who  was  brought  here  from  the  federal  prison  facility 
at  Ft.  Holabird,  Md.,  said  he  introduced  G.  Gordon  Liddy  to 
Mitchell  in  the  attorney  general’s  office  in  November  1971. 

Subsequently  Liddy  was  hired  as  general  counsel  to  the 
re-election  committee  and  on  Jan.  27,  1972,  Dean  said,  he  was 
at  another  meeting  in  Mitchell’s  office  at  which  time  Liddy 
outlined  a  plan  for  political  espionage. 

“The  plan  called  for  mugging  squads,  capable  of  mugging 
demonstrators  and  .  .  .kidnap  squads  capable  of  taking 
demonstration  leaders  and  removing  them  the  demonstrations,” 
Dean  said. 


AROTC 

proposal 

delayed 

An  Army  ROTC  proposal  to 
obtain  $1,500  for  two  drill 
teams  was  postponed  by  the 
ASBYU  Executive  Council 
until  further  investigation 
could  be  conducted. 

Several  council  members 
expressed  support  of  the 
proposal  and  Neil  Andersen, 
executive  vice  president,  was 
given  the  responsibility  of 
investigating  the  matter. 

In  other  council  business, 
Ron  Gardner  was  approved  as 
the  chairman  of  the 
Organizational  Hearing  Board 
and  Wayne  Hintze  was  named 
ASBYU  representative  to  the 
Provo  City  Commission. 

Gardner,  working  closely 
with  the  Attorney  General’s 
office,  will  hear  and  prosecute 
various  infractions  by  the 
clubs  and  organizations  on 
campus. 

Hintze,  in  his  new  position, 
said,  “My  main  objective  is  to 
present  constructive  remarks 
to  the  planning  commission  to 
let  them  know  that  we  as 
students  are  involved  and 
interested.” 


Little  insight  expected 
from  inquiry  on  pardon 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  Democratic  members 
of  the  House  Judiciary  subcommittee  that  will 
question  President  Ford  about  his  pardon  of 
Richard  M.  Nixon  say  they  are  not  expecting 
to  learn  anything  new. 

The  limited  time  available  for  questioning, 
the  narrow  scope  of  the  inquiry  and  a 
reluctance  to  put  a  president  on  the  grill  will 
prevent  any  deep  probing  of  the  issue,  in  their 


Ford’s  unprecedented  appearance,  a 
voluntary  act  on  his  part,  will  be  broadcast  and 
televised,  starting  at  10  a.m.  EDT  Thursday. 

The  hearing  will  center  on  14  questions 
raised  by  Reps.  Bella  Abzue,  D-N.Y.,  and  John 
Conyers,  D-Mich.,  in  formal  resolutions 
directing  the  House  to  seek  the  answers  from 
the  executive  branch. 

Such  questions  are  normally  answered  in 
writing  or  by  the  appearance  of  subordinate 
officials.  Ford’s  first  response  was  to  bundle  up 
his  previous  statements  about  the  pardon  and 
send  them  to  chairman  William  Hungate, 
D-Mo.,  with  a  letter  saying  there  was  nothing 
more  to  explain. 

The  reply  irritated  subcommittee  members, 
and  Hungate  requested  that  White  House 
Counsel  Philip  Buchen  be  sent  to  Capitol  Hill 
to  supply  more  information.  To  Hungate’s 


astonishment,  Ford  sent  word  that  he  would 
come  up  himself. 

Ford’s  decision  is  seen  by  the  two  senior 
Democrats  on  the  subcommittee  as  a  shrews 
political  move  designed  to  overcome  the 
generally  unfavorable  public  reaction  to  the 
pardon. 

“He  is  trying  to  extricate  himself  from  the 
effe-cts  of  what  was  obviously  a  hasty 
decision,”  said  Rep.  Don  Edwards,  D-Calif. 
Rep.  Robert  Kastenmeier,  D-Wis.,  said  the 
hearing  should  prove  to  be  a  political  boon  for 
Ford. 

But  both  Edwards  and  Kastenmeier  said  they 
did  not  expect  the  hearing  to  produce  anything 
new  about  the  reasons  for  Ford’s  surprise 
pardon  of  Nixon  last  Sept.  8. 

The  White  House  has  advised  Hungate  that 
Ford  will  have  to  leave  the  hearing  about  noon. 
By  the  time  subcommittee  members  have  made 
opening  statements  and  Ford  has  given  his 
detailed  version  of  events  leading  up  to  the 
pardon,  the  nine  subcommittee  members  will 
probably  only  have  about  five  minutes  each  for 
questions. 

In  Wednesday’s  editions  The  Chicago 
Tribune  reported  that  Ford  will  tell  the 
subcommittee  that  former  White  House  chief 
of  staff  Alexander  M.  Haig  Jr.  asked  him  eight 
days  before  Nixon  left  office  whether  he  would 
pardon  Nixon  in  the  event  he  resigned.

Those  colleges  experiencing 
a  decrease  in  enrollment  are 
Biological  and  Agricultural 
Sciences,  Humanities  and 
Social  Sciences,  although  the 
latter  two  rallied  slightly  over 
the  fall  ’73  figures. 

A  breakdown  according  to 
geographic  area  indicates  that 
52.6  per  cent  of  the  student 
body  is  from  theMountain 
States  region.  The  Pacific 
States  contributed  27,3  per 
cent,  with  the  remaining  area 
within  the  United  States 
comprising  15.3  per  cent. 

A  total  of  1,055  foreign 
students  furnish  the  remaining 
4.2  per  cent  with  43  per  cent 
of  those  coming  from  Canada. 


Brochure  sparks  controversy

A  campaign  brochure 
describing  political  differences 
between  U.S.  Senate  hopefuls 
Wayne  Owens  and  Jake  Garn 
has  probably  Swayed  at  least 
some  undecided  votes  in 
Garn’s  favor. 

In  interviews  Monday  and 
Tuesday,  BYU  student 
political  leaders  agreed  on  this 
point,  but  were  unsure  as  to 
how  much  the  brochure,  put 
out  by  Owens,  has  affected  the 
campaign. 

In  their  observations  on  the 
Utah  political  scene  this  year, 
the  leaders  focused  attention 
on  the  Owens  brochure  and 
the  McKay-Inkley 
con  gressional  race . 

Garn’s  campaign  chairman, 
Warren  Pugh,  has  accused 
Owens  of  negative  attacks  and 
misrepresentation  in  the  wake 
of  the  distribution  of  a 
12-page  brochure  to  some 
250,000  Utah  homes  during 
the  first  week  in  October. 

Objections  to  brochure 
,  The  brochure,  portions  of 
which  have  been  used  as 
newspaper  advertisements, 
includes  the  statement, 
“Mayor  Garn’s  solution  for 
inflation  is  blaming 
housewives,”  and  other 
statements  to  which  Pugh 
objected. 

Steve  Lewis,  a  chairman  of 
BYU  Students  for  Garn,  thinks 
the  brochure  will  hurt  Owens 
more  than  it  will  hurt  Gam. 

“An  educated  voter  who  has 
studied  about  both  candidates 


will  soon  come  to  see  that  it’s 
a  very  shallow  analysis,”  he 
said.  “I  don’t  think  it’s  going 
to  hurt  Garn  at  all.” 

On  the  other  hand,  Charles 
Zobell,  office  manager  for 
Owens’s  Utah  County 
campaign  headquarters,  said  he 
feels  the  brochure  has  swung 
some  undecided  votes  to 
Owens. 

The  former  BYU  student 
said  although  he  had  received 
some  negative  feedback  from 
Garn  supporters,  he  had  had 
positive  feedback  from  both 
Owens  supporters  and 
independents. 

Bill  Head,  coordinator  of 
Utah  County  student 
canvassing  for  Owens,  said  his 
surveys  have  shown  the  Garn 
people  more  committed  to 
Garn,  and  about  one  per  cent 
of  the  Owens  and  undecided 
vote  switching  to  Garn  because 
of  the  brochure. 

Gain  for  Garn 

According  to  Jim  Barker, 
Utah  County  campaign 
coordinator  for  Garn,  a  survey 
taken  by  the  Garn 
organization  showed  a  two  or 
three  per  cent  gain  for  Gam. 

Turning  to  the  Second 
Congressional  District  race,  all 
seven  of  the  political 
representatives  agreed  that 
Gunn  McKay  would  win  easily 
unless  Republican  Ron  Inkley 
changes  his  campaign  tactics 
soon. 

McKay,  who  has  been 
running  a  low-profile  campaign 
thus  far,  has  too  much 
incumbent  popularity  for 
llnkley  to  combat  with  his 


low-budget  campaign,  they 
isaid. 

’  Head,  who  is  employed  by 
three  statewide  polling  firms, 
said,  “Of  the  people  we’ve 
isurveyed,  the  majority  of  both 
parties  like  McKay.” 

“He  just  never  rocks  the 
boat,”  said  Chuck  McDowell, 

■  chairman  of  the  Academics 
Political  Advisory  Committee 
and  a  chairman  of  BYU 
Students  for  Garn. 

“He  hasn’t  done  anything 
outstanding,  but  he  hasn’t 
done  anything  very 
controversial  either,” 
McDowell  said. 

McDowell  and  others  cited 
McKay’s  moderate  image  as  a 
reason  for  his  popularity  even 
with  Republicans. 

Contribution  problem 

Zobell  attributed  part  of 
Inkley’s  problem  to  his  policy 
iof  not  accepting  any  campaign 
contributions  over  $100. 

“He’s  not  really  waging  a 
iserious  campaign,”  he  said. 
“He’s  idealistic  to  think  he  can 
beat  an  incumbent  without 
using  television  and  the 
newspapers,  and  that  costs 
money.” 

The  seven  political  workers 
joined  in  encouraging  BYU 
students  to  get  involved  in 
politics. 

John  Richards,  president  of 
Democrats  at  BYU,  said  there 
has  been  a  good  turn-out  of 
students  to  help  with 
campaigning.  Because  so  many 
BYU  students  are  from  out  of 
state,  though,  he  said  he 
doesn’t  expect  a  large  student 
vote. 


Greg  Andrew,  college 
Republicans  president, 
predicted  BYU  students  will 
not  be  voting  as  a  block.  “The 
voting  will  probably  be  more 
divided  than  in  1972,”  he  said, 
“when  everyone  voted  for 
Nixon.” 

Head,  in  summing  up, 
stressed  the  role  of  Utah 


County  in  determining  stqte 
elections. 

Referring  to  the  Senate  race, 
he  said  Utah  County  has  t^e 
highest  number  of  undecided 
voters  in  the  state.  While  othjer 
counties  have  a  two-to-eigl\t 
per  cent  undecided  factor, 
Utah  County  is  as  much  as 
15-25  per  cent  undecided.

Further,  a  small 
but  significant  number  had 
developed  chronic  arthritis, 
enlargement  of  the  spleen  and 
hepatitis. 

The  same  thing  happened  to 
animals  injected  with  fluid 
from  the  joints  of  people 
suffering  acute  bouts  of 
rheumatoid  arthritis,  Dr. 
Wirostko  told  a  New  York 
Academy  of  Sciences  meeting. 

So  it  seems  the  same 
organism  is  involved  in  the 
joint  and  eye  problems,  he

Police  said  100  women  inmates  seized  Warden  John 
Cunningham,  a  male  guard  and  two  woman  officers  and  held 
them  in  an  attic  at  the  top  of  a  cellblock  at  the  Armagh  Prison, 
35  miles  southwest  of  Belfast. 

“They  have  not  been  harmed  so  far,”  one  of  the  inmates 
shouted  at  security  forces.  “They  are  being  held  hostage  until 
our  demands  are  met.” 


Leftists  challenge  Argentine  leader 


BUENOS  AIRES  —  Leftist  guerrillas  have  stolen  the  remains 
of  former  President  Pedro  E.  Aramburu  in  a  bold  new  challenge 
to  the  government  of  President  Isabel  Peron,  police  said 
Wednesday. 

At  least  20  men  entered  the  Recoleta  Cemetery  on  Tuesday 
night,  subdued  two  caretakers,  forced  open  Aramburu’s  white 
marble  tomb  and  carried  the  coffin  through  an  iron  door  to  a 
waiting  hearse,  cemetery  officials  said. 

The  body  snatchers  sprayed  the  word  “Montoneros”  on  a 
nearby  tomb,  prompting  police  to  blame  the  act  on  a  leftist 
guerrilla  group  of  that  name. 


Mills  embarrassed  over  incident 


LITTLE  ROCK  —  Rep.  Wilbur  D.  Mills,  D-Ark.,  told  reporters 
Wednesday  that  he  was  embarrassed  about  his  encounter  with 
Washington  park  police  nine  days  ago  and  would  talk  about  it 
more  during  his  campaign  for  re-election. 

It  was  the  first  public  appearance  by  Mills,  chairman  of  the 
Ways  and  Means  Committee,  since  the  Oct.  7  incident. 

He  and  his  wife  arrived  here  and  were  greeted  at  the  airport 
by  about  75  persons,  mostly  newsmen. 

“I  said  I  was  embarrassed,”  Mills  said  when  asked  about  the 
incident.  “I’m  still  embarrassed.”

New  mortgage  law 
to  aid  middle  class 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  Homebuyers  should  find  mortgage 
money  easier  to  locate  as  a  result  of  an  emergency  housing 
credit  bill  passed  by  Congress  Tuesday. 

The  bill,  which  authorizes  up  to  $7.7  billion  for  federal 
purchases  of  conventional  housing  mortgages,  was  a  priority 
request  of  President  Ford  in  his  economic  message  to  Congress  a 
week  ago. 

Rep.  Garry  Brown,  a  ranking  Republican  on  the  Banking 
Committee,  said  he  has  been  assured  that  Ford  will  sign  the  bill. 

He  said  the  mortgage  purchases  should  begin  soon  afterward, 
freeing  up  banks  and  savings  and  loan  institutions  to  underwrite 
more  mortgages. 

Seventy  per  cent  of  single-family  homes  have  conventional 
.  mortgages  but  the  government’s  secondary  mortgage  agencies 
have  been  restricted  to  purchase  of  home  mortgages  insured  by 
the  Veterans  Administration  and  the  Federal  Housing 
Administration. 

Middle-class  homebuyers  will  benefit  most  from  the 
legislation.  It  authorizes  government  agencies  to  buy  up 
mortgages  on  houses  costing  between  $33, 0Q  and  $38,00  but 
authorizes  the  secretary  of  Housing-and  Urban  Development  to 
allow,  purchases  of  mortgages  on  houses  costing  up  to  S42’000 
in  high-cost  areas.

An  outbreak  of  Giardia 
lamblia  has  occurred  in  a 
group  of  52  CLASP  students 
who  returned  Sept.  17  from 
camping  in  the  Unitah 
National  Forest.  The  State 
Health  Department’s 
newsletter  for  September 
reported  that,  “This  is  the 
largest  outbreak  of  Giardia  in 
this  area.” 

Students  complain 
“It  is  commenly  thought,” 
said  Percy  Hawkes,  a  graduate 
in  zoology  who  has  tested  all 
of  the  students  returning, 
“that  Giardiasis  may  be 
accompanied  by  many 

Seventy-five  percent  of  the 
CLASP  students  completing  a 
questionaire  have  complained 
of  upper  abdominal  pain, 
nausea,  diarrhea,  loose  stools, 
bloating  gas,  fever, 
constipation,  and  noticeable 
loss  of  weight. 

Giardia  can  be  treated 
effectively;  80-90  per  cent  of 
the  cases  can  be  cured 
completly  within  seven  days, 
he  said. 

The  parasite  is  slightly 
contagious.  In  an  article 
released  by  Hawkes  and  Jack 
Reed,  a  graduate  of  BYU  with 
a  master’s  degree  in  medical 
entomology,  the  following 
caution  is  offered:  “The 
transmission  of  the  organism 
to  roommates,  family 
members  or  others  is  possible 
and  the  effects  on  small 
children  paparticularly  may  be 
severe.” 

Two-thirds  affected 
“Of  the  54  students  and 
instructors  who  went  out  with 
the  sociology  CLASP  group  on 
Sept.  5-17,  39  have  been  into 
the  Missionary  Parasite  Study 
Lab,  143  WIDB,  twenty-two 
have  been  infected  with 
Giardia  lamblia,  or  a  minimum 
of  two  out  of  every  three 
students  who  were  on  the 
CLASP  trip  have  been  infected 
with  Giardia,”  the  article 
continued. 

The  parasite,  which  is  only 
found  in  man,  is  difficult  to 
isolate.  “In  most  cases  the 
infection  sources  appears  to  be 
contaminated  water,  Hawkes 
said. 

“Since  the  most  common 
source  of  infection  is 
contaminated  water,  survival 
techniques  may  not  need  to  be 
so  primitive  as  to  preclude  the 
use  of  commercial  filters 
capable  of  removing  these 
parasites  from  the  water  or 
boiling  the  water.  Water 
purification  tablets  in  most 
cases  will  not  eliminate 
intestinal  parasites,”  Reed 
said/ 

Disease  caused 
The  State  Health 
Department’s  Newsletter  also 
said,  “We  wish  to  again  stress 
that  Giardia  does  cause 
disease-often  of  a  more 
chronic  disabling  nature  with 
significant  malabsorption.  It  is 
endemic  in  Utah.

Forced  safety  systems 
not  required  in  '75  cars 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  Automakers  have  been  authorized  by 
Congress  to  stop  equipping  1975  models  with  seat  belt  interlock 
systems  and  continuous  buzzers  which  force  motorists  to  buckle 
up  before  their  cars  will  start. 

A  measure  receiving  final  congressional  approval  in  the  House 
Tuesday  also  provided  that  manufacturers,  distributors,  dealers 
and  auto  repair  shops  could  disconnect  any  seatbelt  interlock 
and  constant  buzzer.  The  two  features  had  been  mandatory  for 
1975  models. 

Instead,  the  bill  stipulates  that  a  brief  warning  buzzer  be 
retained  for  when  seat  belts  are  not  connected. 

Another  provision  of  the  bill  gives  the  Transportation 
Department  authority  to  order  installation  of  shock-absorbing 
air  bags  on  new  cars,  but  gives  Congress  power  todisapprove  any 
occupant-restraint  proposal.

Among  the  marshes  on  the  eastern  shore  of 
Utah  Lake,  a  seemingly  unknown  facility  exists 
which  benefits  Provo  City,  BYU  and  Utah 
County-The  Provo  Municipal  Airport. 

Many  BYU  students  aren’t  aware  of  the 
airport.  Nevertheless,  recently  the  ,  Federal 
Aviation  Administration  awarded  a  grant  of 
more  than  $300,000  to  the  airport  for 
improvement  of  existing  facilities,  said  Dave 
Gunn,  airport  manager.  He  said  present 
improvements  include  resurfacing  and 
installation  of  lights  on  runway  18-36, 
construction  of  five  new  hangars  and  new 
navigational  aids. 

“Plans  for  construction  of  the  present  airport 
began  in  1941  as  a  Corps  of  Engineers  project. 
The  airport  was  built  on  filled  and.  reclaimed 
marshes  along  the  east  shore  of  Utah  Lake. 
Expenditures  totaled  $823,000  for 
development  of  a  three-runway  system,  related 


lighting  and  terminal  area,”  Gunn  explained. 

“The  airport  was  capable  of  handling  any 
aircraft  up  to  and  including  B29s,”  according 
to  Jerry  Howell,  community  development 
director.  He  said  during  1946  Monarch  Airlines 
began  the  first  government-approved  regular  air 
service  at  the  airport. 

In  the  1950s,  Frontier  Airlines  served  the 
airport,  followed  by  Bonanza  Airlines.  Skywest 
Airlines  started  regular  air  passenger  service  to 
the  Provo  Airport  in  April  1973. 

“Central  Utah  Aviation  and  Interwest 
Aviation  provide  fixed-base  and  transient 
aircraft  with  fuel  and  offer  charter,  flight 
instruction  and  other  services  to  BYU  and  the 
general  public,”  said  Howell. 

No  significant  change  is  expected  in  the  land 
or  water  life  ecological  systems  due  to  the 
current  development,  he  said.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  Rep. 
Wilbur  D.  Mills’  version  of 
what  transpired  when  park 
police  stopped  his  car  “is 
exactly  what  happened,”  says 
the  former  dancer  who 
plunged  into  the  Washington 
Tidal  Basin  in  the  incident. 

Annabel  Battistella,  38,  who 
has  avoided  talking  to 
reporters  since  the  bizarre 
episode  Oct.  7,  broke  her 
silence  in  a  telephone 
interview  in  which  she 
expressed  fears  for  her  future 
and  anger  at  press  accounts. 

The  press,  she  said,  “is 
trying  to  destroy  a  great  man 
and  me  and  my  chances  of 
going  back  to  school.” 

Mills,  chairman  of  the  House 
Ways  and  Means  Committee 
and  one  of  the  most  powerful 
men  in  Congress,  released  a 
statement  several  days  after 
the  incident  occurred.  He  has 
not  appeared  in  Congress 
since. 

A  native  of  Argentina,  Mrs. 
Battistella  backed  up  Mills’ 
statement  but  refused  to 
elaborate  on  it. 

Mills,  account  of  the  events 
of  Oct.  7  said  the  evening 
began  with  a  bon  voyage  party 
for  a  cousin  of  Mrs.  Battistella 
who  was  returning  to  her 
native  Argentina. 

Mills’  wife,  Polly,  had  a 
broken  foot  and  insisted  he 
take  the  party  out  while  she 
stayed  home,  he  said. 

“Mrs.  Mills  went  out  with  us 
all  the  time,”  Mrs.  Battistella 
said.  “We  were  always  with 
other  people  -  never  alone.’" 


Mrs.  Battistella  refused  to 
discuss  these  details,  but  she 
disagreed  with  the  police 
account  in  one  respect. 

Police  said  she  jumped  into 
the  Tidal  Basin,  a  backwater  of 


the

policeman  pulled  her 
the  water. 

“I  didn’t  jump  into  the  Tidal 
Basin.  I  fell,”  she  said.  “I  got 


hysterical  because  the  officer 
was  drowning  me.  I  didn’t 
need  his  help.  1  am  an  expert 
swimmer.” 

Mrs.  Battistella  said  she  had 
been  a  pre-medical  student  in 
Argentina  and  is  enrolled  to 
take  “general  biological 
sciences”  in  a  Washington-area 
college.

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Poet  give  insight 
during  BYU  visit

In  writing  poetry,  the  satisfaction  of  the 
writing  process  itself  is  enough  to  go  on.  Dr. 
William  Stafford  told  BYU  students  in  a 
poetry  concert. 

Dr.  Stafford,  the  author  of  five  poetry 
books,  gave  students  insight  into  creative 
writing  Tuesday  in  the  Pardoe  Theater,  HFAC. 
The  concert  was  sponsored  by  the  English 
Department  and  ASBYU. 

Opening  with  “A  Walk  in  the  Country,” 
which  contained  light  and  promising  musings 
of  a  good  day,  he  immediately  contrasted  it 
with  “Thinking  for  Berky,”  a  sadder, 
melancholy  poem.  “I  think  writing  is  like 
experiments,  excursions  or  attitudes,”  said  Dr. 
Stafford,  explaining  his  first  poems. 

He  then  switched  to  what  he  called  simpler 
poems,  one  which  he  said  was  to  remind  the 
listener  of  the  simple  process  of  breathing.  Dr. 
Stafford  said  that  man  is  only  50  seconds  away 
from  a  terrible  experience,  should  he  stop 
breathing. 

In  poetry,  Dr.  Stafford  said,  “You  can  tell 
people  off  in  the  end,  and  then  say,  ‘Well,  it’s 


just  a  poem’.”  He  used  as  an  example  a  poem 
about  sociology,  using  an  Indian  and  white 
man.  “Star  in  the  Hills”  tells  of  a  star  that  fell 
in  California,  where  the  police  roped  it  off  for 
viewing  on  certain  days. 

Dr.  Stafford  explained  how  poetry  should  be 
written,  using  an  experience  he  had  with  his 
daughter.  While  riding  late  at  night  in  the  car  as 
the  rest  of  the  family  was  asleep,  his  daughter 
spontaneously  told  him  a  poem,  simple  in 
nature,  yet  exactly  what  she  wanted  to  say.  “A 
trust  of  feelings  in  a  natural  sequence  where 
only  a  friend  was  to  hear”  is  the  ideal  situation 
for  poem  composition,  said  Dr.  Stafford. 

Critics  are  not  very  well  liked,  said  Dr. 
Stafford.  He  explained  that  a  person  is 
expected  to  write  a  poem  that  fits  a  certain 
context.  Writing  is  something  immediate, 
where  you  can  say  things,  said  Dr.  Stafford. 

“The  Unmonument  on  The  Canadian 
Border,”  is  what  Dr.  Stafford  called  a  political 
poem.  It  told  of  a  monument  set  to  nature  and 
the  beauty  of  it.  Dr.  Stafford  used  poems  as  a 
way  to  express  problems  in  the  country  in  a 
gentle  manner. 

When  questioned  if  the  poems  he  writes  are 
representative  of  himself,  Stafford  said  yes.

commission  gave  its  support  to 
the  Provo  City  Utilities 
Department  to  conduct  a 
study  into  the  city’s  future 
power  needs. 

The  study  is  necessary 
because  of  financial  problems 
created  by  the  energy  crisis, 
Grange  explained. 

Grange  said  that  the  city  has 
a  contract  with  the  federal 
government  to  guy  a  certain 
amount  of  power  this  year, 
but  because  of  the  energy 
shortage,'  consumers  are 
cutting  back  on  usage  and  this 
decreases  the  income  of  the 
power  department. 

“We  have  to  pay  the  federal 
government  for  the  power 
whether  we  use  it  or  not,” 
Grange  said.  “Needless  to  say, 
it  is  cutting  very  deeply  into 
our  profits.” 

The  commission  also  spent 
time  discussing  solutions  to 
complaints  against  the  city 
dump  sent  by  the  State  Board 
of  Health  and  the 
Environmental  Protection 
Agency. 

The  commission  heard  ideas 
from  a  former  dump  official 
and  assured  those  present  at 
the  meeting  that  the  city  is 
taking  action  on  the 
complaints  and  that  some 
problems  have  already  been 
eliminated. 


The  resolution  on  mass 
transit  passed  by  the 
commission  opens  the  way  for 
Provo  residents  to  vote  on  the 
matter  in  upcoming  elections. 

“We  want  to  see  the  people 
express  their  wishes  on  this 
matter,”  Grange  said. 

The  elections  would  allow 
the  residents  to  indicate  what 


kind  of  transit  they  want  and 
how  it  would  be  funded, 
Grange  explained. 

The  proposed  mass  transit 
district  would  extend  from 
Santaquin  to  the  southern 
border  of  Salt  Lake  County 
and  from  Utah  Lake  to  the 
mountains,  according  to 
Grange. 


Greek  thinkers 
cited  on  politics 


“Politics  is  a  lie,  a  guise 
behind  which  we  cheat  as 
much  as  we  can,”  said  an 
ancient  Greek  philosopher. 

The  Greek  thinker  was 
quoted  by  a  visiting 
philosophy  professor,  Dr. 
Stanley  Rosen,  who  lectured 
on  campus  Tuesday  afternoon.

Rosen,  philosophy  professor  at 
Pennsylvania  State  University. 
He  delivered  the  Market 
Lecture  Series  address  on 
campus. 

In  a  utopian  society,  the 
strong  dominate  the  masses  by 
telling  “noble  lies.”  The 
ancients  thought  that  this 
would  maintain  political 
stability  while  the  enlightened 
aristocracy  pursued  its  own 
interests  at  the  expense  of  the 
weak,  he  explained. 

“The  just  city  is  founded  on 
a  noble  or  medicinal  lie,”  Dr. 
Rosen  quoted  Socrates. 

Such  a  society  would  be 
against  the  enlightenment  of 
the  masses,  a  fact  which  the 
ancients  recognized,  the 
professor  said.  “They  taught 
that  an  age  of  general 
enlightenment  is  also  an  age  of 
decadence.” 

Turn  away  from  city 

To  the  Greek  philosophers, 
“The  turn  towards  truth  is 
always  a  turn  away  from  the 
city,  or  political  life,”  he  said. 

The  professor  admitted  the 
philosophy  of  the  ancient 
Greek  thinkers  was  not 
entirely  “edifying.”  Singling 
out  Plato,  he  warned,  “If  you

Quake  monitor  site  selected 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  A 
site  in  Utah  near  Bear  Lake  has 
been  picked  as  one  of  two 
locations  in  the  western 
United  States  for  earthquake 
monitoring  by  satellite,  says 
Sen.  Frank  E.  Moss,  D-Utah. 

Moss  said  the  second  point 
will  be  in  California.  He  said 
the  monitoring  station  will  be 
little  more  than  a  concrete  pad 
with  markers  on  which  a 


trailer  containing  instruments 
will  be  located  a  few  months 
of  each  year. 

The  senator  said  the  two 
land  stations  will  be  monitored 
from  space  by  a  satellite  that

Summarizing  the  “harsher 
teachings”  of  the  ancient 
Greeks,  Dr.  Rosen  said, 
“Political  life  is  a  sham,  rooted 
in  hypocrisy.” 

The  professor  quoted  such 
ancients  as  Plato,  Socrates, 
Aristotle  and  the  stoics.  He 
concentrated  his  remarks  on 
Plato’s  teachings,  however. 

Philosopher’s  role 
The  role  of  the  philosopher, 
according  to  Dr.  Rosen,  is  a 
noble  one.  “The  philosopher  is 
the  man  who  is  able  to  stand 
on  the  surface  of  the  earth,  in 
the  light  of  the  sun,  and  see 
things  as  they  are.” 

Dr.  Rosen  has  written 
several  books  and  articles  and 
lectured  widely.  He  received 
his  doctorate  in  “Social 
Thought”  from  the  University 
of  Chicago. 

Among  the  books  which  he 
has  written  are  “Death  in 
Egypt,”  “Plato’s  Symposium,” 
“Nihilism:  A  Philosophical 
Essay,”  and  “G.W.F.  Hegel: 
An  Introduction  to  the 
Science  of  Wisdom.” 

House  vote 
will  repeal 
police  law 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  The 
House  has  voted  to  repeal  a 
controversial  no-knock  law 
which  allows  federal  agents  to 
search  residences  in  some 
instances  without  identifying 
themselves. 

In  calling  for  repeal  of  the 
law  earlier  this  year,  the  House 
Commerce  Committee  said 
there  have  been  cases  in  which 
Justice  Department  agents  “in 
their  eagerness  to  crush  illicit 
drug  trafficking,  have 
mistakenly  broken  into  the 
homes  and  apartments  of 
dozens  of  innocent  families, 
terrorizing  the  occupants  and 
heavily  damaging  property.” 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  One 
mile  of  country  road  in  every 
five  and  one  bridge  in  every  six 
are  rated  “critically  deficient” 
by  the  Federal  Highway 
Administration,  says  Donald  S. 
Knight,  executive  director  of 
the  Road  Information 
Program.

Ford  crusades 


for  Republicans 


SIOUX  FALLS,  S.D.  (AP)  - 
President  Ford,  mounting  a 
political  rescue  mission  for 
embattled  Republican 
candidates  in  the  Midwest, 
warned  Wednesday  that 
sweeping  Democratic  victories 
in  next  month’s  election 
would  produce  a  legislative 
'dictatorship. 

Seeking  support  for  his 
economic  programs,  the 
President  declared  that 
Republican  candidates  are 
needed  in  Congress  as  inflation 
fighters  that  would  help  curb 
big  government  and  deficit 
spending. 

Opening  a  four-state

A.  Rockefeller  expressed 
indignation  Wednesday  at  the 
delay  of  Congress  in  pursuing 
hearings  into  his 
now-controversial  nomination 
as  vice  president. 

Rockefeller  told  newsmen 
the  Constitution  calls  for  his 
[appearance  before 
congressional  committees,  but 
[since  his  nomination  by 
[  President  Ford  two  months 
ago  he  has  spent  only  2 Vi  days 
before  a  Senate  committee  but 
the  last  two  weeks  in  the 
nation’s  headlines. 

“I’m  getting  a  little 
indignant,”  he  said. 

The  former  New  York 
governor  fended  off  questions 
about  his  headline-making  gifts 
to  political  associates  and  a 
1970  campaign  book,  saying 
he  wants  to  put  it  all  before 
iCongress,  rather  than 
j  piecemeal  in  the  press. 

Rockefeller  said  he  had 
hoped  to  be  able  to  appear 
before  the  Senate  Rules 
Committee  Wednesday.  He 
said  he  talked  by  telephone 
Tuesday  night  to  staff 
members  of  the  committee 
and  said  “they  were  working 
on  it.” 

Chairman  Howard  Cannon, 
D-Nev.  of  the  Senate  Rules 
Committee,  said  he  will  have  a 
statement  later  in  the  day  on 
Rockefeller’s  request  for  more 
hearings  quickly  by  that 
committee.  The  House 
Judiciary  Committee  is  also 
involved  in  the  hearings  on  his 
nomination.

book  secretly  financed  with 
Rockefeller  money. 

The  critical  campaign 
biography  of  the  former 
Supreme  Court  justice  was 
published  in  1970  when 
Goldberg  was  Rockefeller’s 
Democratic  opponent  for 
governor  of  New  York. 

Scott’s  remarks  about 
Goldberg  were  made  after 
Democratic  leader  Mike 
Mansfield  of  Montana 
disclosed  Goldberg  had 
telephoned  him  last  Thursday 
night  and  said  he  wanted  to 
testify  before  the  Senate 
committee  on  Rockefeller’s 
nomination. 

Mansfield  said  he  wrote 
Cannon  the  next  day  and 
requested  that  Goldberg  be 
allowed  to  testify. 

Scott  said  he  had  no 
objection  to  Goldberg  being  a 
witness,  adding,  “It  would  give 
him  another  day  in  the  sun.” 

The  GOP  leader  told  the 
Senate  that  if  Goldberg  had 
been  so  upset  by  the  book,  he 
could  have  made  an  issue  of  it 
in  his  1970  campaign  and 
protected  himself  with  court 
action.
